Peace Program 


Refused By Executives 


Chicago, July 20.—The 
following 


program, drawn up as a result of a 
meeting attended by Chairman Jew- 
ell, heads of the striking brother- 
hoods and Chairman Hooper of the 
U S. labor board, was not accept; 
able to the railway executives, who 
found fault particularly 
with the 


clause pertaining to the restoration 
of seniority rights to the strikers: 


"First, that the carriers which had 


arbitrarily changed the wages and 
conditions of the employes repre- 
sented by said sevin organizations, 
by^means of the contract system, in 
violation of 
the 
railroad 
labor 


board's decisions, should withdraw 
from this practice. 


"Second: 
That 
the 
authority 


granted by the Transportation Act 
to the carriers and their employes 
to set up an adjustment board or 
boards be exercised by the estab- 
lishment of a national adjustment 
board 
with 
the entire jurisdiction 


authorized by said act, namely, the 
hearing of all disputes except those 
affecting wages. 


"Third 
That the employes Invol- 


ved in the strike proceed in con- 
formity vith the Transportation Act 
In the settlement 
of" the 
disputed 


rules and wages, seeking from the 
railroad labor board, a re-hearing of 
the 
recent 
wage 
decision 
and 


promptly submitting the se\en dis- 
puted rules to the adjustment board, 
ylth the statutory right of appeal 
to the labor board. 


"Fourth: The Harriers 
to 
with- 


draw or dismiss all lawsuits growing 
out of the strike 


"Fifth: All men now 
on 
strike, 


those laid off, furloughed or on leave 
of absence, to be returned to work 
and their former 
positions, 
with 


seniority and other rights unimpair- 
ed.

sued and other facts concerning it 
A physician is s-upplied with a limit- 
ed number of the blanks for a given 
period and when they are gone he 
cant get any more blanks until the 
end of the period 
Most physicians 


give out very few of these liquor 
prescriptions and some of them none 
at all, while there are a few who use 
all of their blanks and need more 
There Is no lack of ailments that re-

The coated tongue usually 
Ind<- 


cates gastric disorders. 


It 
Is noticed 
In acute diseases, 


either dry or moist, and Is accom- 
panied by prostration 


Disturbances of the digestive or- 


gans are readily observed by watch- 
Ing the condition of the tongue. 


If It Is dry, there Is gastro-lntes- 


tinal disturbance: if covered with a 
thin, transparent coating:, Improper 
digestion is usually at the bottom o* 
the trouble. 


A heavy coating at the base of the 


tongue Is Indicative, as a rule, of an 
overloaded stomach, wlilch should 
be relieved by an emeti^. 


A dry brown tongue is found In 


.cases of lever, high temperature and 
much prostration. When the coated 
tongue becomes furred or shaggy in 
appearance, 
an advanced stage of 


disease is suggested. 


A lack of alkaline elements In the 


blood wiy often show up In the form 
of a broad and anemio tongue 
The 


presence of an acid 
is shown bv a" 


red and dry tongue. 


In long contlrued fevers, 
or in 


prostration, there is a marked di- 
minution of the secretions—and this 
includes the salivary glands—thus 
preventing the normal moisture of 
the tongue 


The shape is also often Indicative 


of conditions of the body 
An Irri- 


tation of the 
blood 
supply of the 


stomach and bowels may be observed 
in cases showing- an elongated and 
somewhat pointed tongue. 
In 
im- 


paired action of the digestive tract, 
the tongue may be broad and thick, 
showing evidences of atony. 


In chronic diseases, when a fis- 


sured tongue Is present, it may show 
an inflammatory condition 
of the 


kidney. In acute diseases, a flssurert 
tongue may be Indicative of kltlney 
disease or nerve center Irritation.

tions, as finally worked out by Mr, 
Montgomery, did not suit any of the 
heads of the city's department but 
Commissioner Ruthrauff 
and Com- 


missioner Van Praag were the only 
members who 
indicated their 
In- 


ability to run their departments on 
the funds set aside for them. 


COULDN'T RUN. 


Commissioner Ruthrauff said that 


he simply did not see how the city 
light department 
could be run on 


the 525,175 allotted to it, considering 
the absolutely 
essential expendi- 


tures which the maintenance of the 
city lighting system seemed to make 
necessary, 


EXTRA EXPENSES. 


Items which cut into the appropria- 


tions for this year which are new 
are those providing for the payment 
of the bills 
for the repair 
of the 


Broadway sewer and the cleaning out 
of that same sewer, a total of $12,400, 
the city's share of making the repairs 
at the dam of ?3,700, and an increase 
in the amount needed for the pay- 
ment of salaries in the fire depart- 
ment of more than S2C.OOO. ThI'i last 
heavy increase—from $59,246 in the 
last fiscal year to S75.48S during the 
current year, was 
caused by the 


state law compelling- the establish- 
ment of the double platoon sjstem in 
fire departments for cities of cer- 
tain size. 


STREET FUNDS CUT. 


The street department funds were 


cut from a total of 532,037 to ,$30,- 
"00 for the current year and the head 
of the street department said that he 
wanted a copy of the ordinance so as

Mayor Borchers said that he did 


not have enough money to run the 
police- department as he would like 
to ran it but he said that he would 
make no objections as Commissioner

partments had failed to agree on the 
proper distribution 
of 
the 
funds 


available. 


"If anybody can do this job better 


than I they are certainly welcome to 
it," remarked 
Commtssloner Mont- 


gomery after some discussion "I ex- 
pected you all to step on me but 
you could not agree on the division 
of the funds, you told me to do it, 
and I ha\e done_lt" 


TIME IS SHORT. 


Under the law the ordinance must 


remain on the table a week before 
it becomes a law and It must then 
be published. Under the law also this 
must be done by Aug 1. ninety days 
after the new fiscal year bsglns. The 
commissioner of finance called the 
attention of the council to the fact 
that time is extremely short and in 
his opinion any changes made ne^t 
Monday which would necessitate the 
laying of the ordinance over to July 
31 would be running too close be- 
cause of the publication which the 
law requires
